In the decree of 
December the 15th,. of the fame year, they com- 
pletely avowed their intentions: they declared that 
the FxEnCH nation would treat as enemies the people, 
who, refuſing, or renouncing liberty, and equality, 


ſhould be defirous of preſerving their Prince, and 


privileged cafts; or of entering into an accommodation 
with them. As theſe decrees dire] y, and rudely vio-

compatible with the elements of that policy which 


teaches one ſtate properly to reſpect another; they 


declared, in fact, that the FRENCH nation had de- 


termined to be the tyrants of Evaoes. In theſe de- 
clarations, indeed, the folly of the FRENCH rulers 
(a folly very natural to upſtart, and ignorant power) 


was equal to it's inſolence: and in conſequence of 


theſe declarations, if all the other ſtates of EuxorE 
had been wiſe; if they had been more influenced by 
common ſenſe than by inſeriour paſſions, and pet- 
ſuits z and by an unfortunate negligence; they would 
immedately have declared war againſt. FRANCE. 


Their actions very ſoon fulfilled their threats, as they 


related to s, and to our neighbours: they robbed the 
Emperour, and the King of Sarvinia, of their 
lawful territories ; and they invaded our allies, whom 
afterwards they ſubjugated. Theſe inſolent decrecs 


were publiſhed; and theſe hoſtilities were commit-
